Prof. Langley's "Buzzard," Now In th* 
Smithsonian Institution st the Cap­ 
ital May Provs th* Wished 
For Success. 


A great deal of interest has been 
groused not only in Washington but 
all over the country by the announce 
meat thata C. M Maniey. the engin­ 
eer who did the mechanical designing 
of "The Buzzard,” 
the 
late 
Prof. 
Langley’* greet airship, is expecting 
to give the m achine another trial. 
At a meeting of the American Acad 
emy of Sciences last December there : 
was a paper read by Alexander Gra­ 
ham Hell on his work 
up in 
Nova 
Scotia with the tetrahedral kite. 
It 
was a general contribution to the sub­ 
ject of aerial locomotion, as we!!. Mr. 
Manley mas present at the meeting, 
and In the discussion 
that 
followed 
Dr. Bell's paper be said 
it was 
the 
general belief that the aerial experi­ 
ments of the Smithsonian Institution 
had been dropped. This, he said, was 
not correct; that they had been mere­ 
ly suspended; and he hoped in the 
not very distant future to take out 
the big airship and give it another 
trial. 
The situation with the big airship in 
the Smithsonian is rather complicated. 
The war department has some rights 
in It having furnished the officers and 
had the supervision of some of the 
expenditures connected with it. 
The 
machine 4s the property of the Smith­ 
sonian Institution in point of posses­ 
sion, and from the fact that it was 
made by Prof. Langley, the former 
secretary. 
The government, not be­ 
ing much in touch with the subject of 
aerial navigation, has little faith in the 
machine, it Is stated, and it is regard­ 
ed as a certainty that there will not 
be another dollar appropriated for ex­ 
periments 
The scientific world, on 
the other hand, is almost wholly con­ 
vinced that the machine is all right, 
and if it were a sporting proposition 
the scientists probably would be will­ 
ing to make a wager of five to three 
that the ship would fly the next trial. 
Mr. Manley, as stated, is the en­ 
gineer who built the airship. 
When 
the subject of a lightweight engine was 
under discussion Prof. Langley went 
personally to the most expert engine 
builders in this country and in Europe 
and tried to get an engine built on the 
general lines he had laid down. None 
of them would undertake the contract, 
and the result was that Mr. Manley, 
then a young man In Prof. Langley’s 
employ, did the work himself, and pro­ 
duced a 52-horsepower engine at con­ 
siderably less than five pounds weight 
per horsepower. Manley stipulated but 
one thing, and that he should have the 
honor of navigating the machine on 
her first trial. This was granted him, 
but the attempt was a failure, and 
now he wants to take another try at

LEVITY ON SUPREME BENCH. 


Chief Justice Holmes 
Makes Some­ 
thing of an Innovation. 


It is not often that one hears a Jus 
tice of the supreme court of the United 
States make a remark in levity while 
he Is attired in his robes of dignity 
and is sitting on the bench, which, in 
fact, is not a bench at alf. but a soft- 
cushioned leather-covered easy chair. 
But the unexpected did happen recent­ 
ly when decisions were being banded 
down. 
Mr.* Justice Holmes was the 
perpetrator of the joke, which was a 
very mild one. 
Mr. Holmes had the fortune (or the 
misfortune) of announcing the decision 
of the court in the case of David 
Kawananakoa, 
Jonah 
Katanianaole, 
Abigaie W. Kawananakoa and Elisa­ 
beth K. Kalantanaole against Ellen Al­ 
bertina Polybland and others. 
Mr. 
Holmes hesitated, and although an­ 
nouncing a decision of the supreme 
tribunal of the land, was obliged to 
acknowledge that he would have to 
forego the form of pronouncing the 
names. 
He spoke in a low tone of 
voice, and said, as a smile played 
about his lips: 
“This is case No. 273. but I will not 
undertake to pronounce the names of 
the appellants, which are a m atter of 
record.” 
He then proceeded to explain the 
decision of the court, but the dilemma 
in which he was thrown by the un- 
ronouncable names did not cause a 
sympathetic risible on the physiog­ 
nomy of any of the justices except in 
the case of Mr. Justice McKenna, but 
the assembled attorneys enjoyed the 
situation thoroughly.
